JAPANESE TROOPS 
STAY IN SIBERIA 


Premier Hara Says There 
Is No Reason for Japan 
to Follow Example of 
United States. 


Tokio, January 25.—The dispatch 
of Japanese reinforcements to Si- 
beria was unavoidably necessary to 
assist the Ccezchs and guard the ex- 
tensive railways, Premier Hara de- 
clared in replying to interpellations 
in the lower house of the diet Sat- 
urday. It was also necessary as a 
.means oflassuring the safety of the 
Japanese garrison. 

There was no reason to withdraw 
the Japanese troops, added the pre- 
mier, simply because the Ameri- 
cans were being withdrawn, the 
position. of Japanand China in the 
Far East being far different from 
that of the United States or Great 
Britain. Also, he pointed out, the 
future moves of the bolsheviki in 
Siberia could not be forecast. 

Foreign Minister Uchida also said 
that immediate withdrawal was im- 
possible because some of the 
Viadivostok Koreans “were  sup- 
porting the Korean indepedence 
movement while others weree con- 
spiring with the bolsheviki against 
Japanese- interests. 

War Minister Tanaka told the 
house that a thousand Japanese 
lives had been sacrificed in main- 
taining order in Siberia.

New York, January 25.—]Ja com- 
Memoration of the victorious stand 
of the French on the River Marne in 
1914, a colossal stone statue, one of 
the largest of the world’s sculp- 
tured monuments, will be placed 
there by American citizens, accord- 
ing to plans announced here tonight 
by Thomas W. Lamont, of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., chairman of a commit- 
tee of representative Americans who 
have the project in hand. 

The exact location of the statue 
has not been determined but it wil) 
be at a spot near the little town of 
Meaux, which formed the highwater 
mark of the German advance in 
1914. Marshal Joffre and Marshal 
Foch will together fix upon the 
exact location. The erection of the 
memorial has received the official 


sanction of the French government. 

Frederick MacMonnies has been 
selected as the sculptor. It is ex- 
pected that the monument will cost 
$250,000, which will be raised by a 
free-will offering of citizens in all 
parts of the country.

SENATE 1S URGED 
TO RATIFY TREATY 


William Jennings Bryan 
Again Assails Chairman 
Cummings for Affilia- 
tion With Governor Ed- 
wards. 


Speaking under the auspices of 
the Anti-Saloon league, William 
Jennings Bryan delivered an ad- 
dress before’5,000 Atlantans ‘in the 
city Auditorium Sunday afternoon 
in which he reiterated his position 
in favor of the ratification of the 
league of nations with reservations; 
declared against making the league 
of nations an issue in the coming 
national campaign; vigorously re- 
newed his attack upon Governor Ed- 
wards, of New Jersey, rhom he 
characterized as the champion of 
outlawed interests, and again took 
severely to task Chairman Cum- 
mings, of the national democratic 
executive committee, whom he de- 
clared had no right to drag the 
robes of the democratic party in the 
mire by affiliation in an official ca- 
pacity with champions of the liquor 
traffic. 

Mr. Bryan was in a highly bellig- 


at times applauded by the crowd 
that had gathered despite the cok 
wind and rain. 

With reference to the league of na- 
tions, Mr. Bryan stated thatthis mat- 
terhasbeen so much upon his heart 
that hehad made more speeches 
than anyone else for its adop- 
tion without reservation or amend- 
ment. He said, however, that rather 
than have the mattergo into the 
campaign with adelay of 14 months 
before it could be settled, and with 
the certainty that neither party 
would then have a sufficient sena- 
torial majority to change the status 
of the question, he believed the sen- 
ators should get together and ef- 
fect an immediate compromise by 
'which the league of nations could 
be accepted. 

Praise for Wilson. 

He said that the treaty brought 
back by President Wilson was bet- 
ter “than. codléMjale been sécured 
by most men, and that Mr. Wilson's 
fight had’ been the “bravest any 
American had ever been called upon 
to make before the world.” 

“Those in chaarge of the senate,” 
said he, “cannot furnish omy excuse 
for the delay in ratifying the peace 
treaty. They have frittered away 
time in. endless debate until all 
other nations have ratified the 
treaty, and it is a shame on the 
senate that they have deprived 
Mr. Wilson of the honor of being 
the first president of the league of 
nations.” 

He declared that the nationg.of 
Europe were between monarchy on 
one side and bolshevism on _ the 
other,while America made the world 
ashamed of democracy. 

Warning against the injection of 
the league of nations into the com- 
ing national campaign, Mr. Bryan 
pointed to the grave questions that 


confront the pepole today, and said 
that the peace treaty shuuld be set- 
tled at once. 

teferring to Governor Edwards, 
of New Jersey, Mr. Bryan declared 
him to be the champion of the liquor 
interests, and said: “Here's a man 
who would thrust the liquor traf- 
fic intu the national campaign and 
ask the democrats to insult the 
American people by making him the 
champion of,this outlawed business.

Berlin, Saturday, January 24.— 
President Ebert and Gustave Noske, 
the minister of defense, today lost 
their suit against the editor of The 
Satyr, a humorous weekly, which 
had cartooned the members of the 
cabinet in the shape of different an- 
imals, labeling the collection “Our 
menagerie.” The president and the 
minister of defense were the only 
members of the government to bring 


suit. 
The defendant had a number of 
Berlin editors and authors subpe- 


'naed as witnesses, among them be- 


candidates and others present at the

ing Count von Reventlow, of The 
Tages Zeitung, and Georg Bern- 
hard, of The Vossische Zeitung. He 
charged that President Ebert’s mode 
of living was far from “Spartan- 
like” simplicity, and that the presi- 
dent was not showing the measure 
of reserve to be expected of a Ger- 
man executive in the present situa- 
tion. 

Both Herr Ebert and Herr Noske, 
the defendant testified, had in fact

LOCOMOTIVE PLOWS 
INTO REAR SLEEPER 


Eight Passengers in the 
Sleeper Were Killed 
Outright and Seven Oth- 
ers Soon Died of Their 
Injuries. 


North Bay, Ontaria, January 25.— 
Fifteen persons are dead and a large 
number injured as the result of a 
collision today hetween two sections 
of the Canadian Pacific express for 
Vancouver, which occurred about 
eleven miles east of here. The rear 
sleeper of the first section, which 
was stalled, was telescoped by the 
locomotive of the second sectfon, 
and eight passengers were killed 
outright, seven dying later from 
their injuries. 

At the hospital where the injur- 
ed were takén it was stated that no 
further deaths were expected among 
the survivors. The only names of 
the dead which were available to- 
night were those of a Mrs. Peam 
and her two young sons, who were 
on their way to Calgary.

Great Popular Demon- 
stration When Troops 
Stage Final Parade. 
Germans Also Leaving 
Upper Silesia. 


Berlin, January 25.—German prep- 
arations for the evacuation of Dan- 
zig, which is to become a freecity un- 
der the terms of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, had as one feature a final 
parade of the German troops on 
Saturday morning. A Danzig mes- 
se‘re says the parade was held 
amidst an enthusiastic popular derr:- 
onstration, with the German colors 
on the flagstaffs of various build- 
ings at half mast. 

The occupation of the city by the 
allies, set for February 8, is likely 
to be delayed several days, accord- 
ing to the Danzig advices. The re- 
port that had been circulated here 
to the effect that the British would 
not take part in the occupation, is 
declared tu unfounded. 

German troops began evacnxtion 
of upper Silesia Saturday, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the 
peace treaty, which reaunire- that 
the movement begin within fifteen 
days after its ratification. 

The first allied troops are expect- 
ed to reach Oppeln on January 30. 
Evacuation will be accomplished by 
zones, each of which will remain 
under a provisional military admin- 
istration under the inter-allied com- 
mission. 

The treaty provides for the occu- 
pation of upper Silesia by a total 
of 10,000 allied troops. Engtish, 
French and Italian troops will be 
used, 

The allotment or distribution of 
troops in other territory has not 
been determined. It is not proposed 
to introduce a censorship of mails 
or newspapers in upper Silesia, the 
inter-allied commission planning to 
issue individual postage stamps for 
the district, and to permit normal 
conditions to continue undisturbed.

New York, January 25.—Resolu- 
tions against the removal of. the 
bodies of the American soldier dead 
from France were adopted by the 
National Council of Administration 
of the Veterans of 
at a meeting here today.’ F. Warner 
Karlind, of Kansas City, command- 
er-in-chief of the veterans, urged 
that a national cemetery be estab- 
lished in France, in which all the 
bodies of the American dead be in- 
terred.

DAYS OF MIRACLES 
HAVE NOT PASSED,} 
SAYS DR. HOLDERBY 


“Divine Healing” was the subject 
of Dr. A. R. Holderby’s sermdn Sun- 
day morning at East Point Presby- 
terian church,

“The argument that the days of 
miracles has passed is not true. The 
days of miracles have not passed. 
Miracles have been wrought every 
day through the centuries. The 
church has lost its faith, hence lost 
its healing power. 

“Mr. James Morton Hickson, the 
English apostle of ‘divine healing,’ 
has come to Atlanta and has gone. 
His coming, his simple preaching, 
have awakened a deep interest in 
this great and much neglected doc- 
trine of Jesus Christ. Hundreds of 
afflicted people have flocked to him. 
and some have been healed, many 
helped, 

“Mr. Hickson is a sane conserva- 
tive in his teaching methods. He 
| claims no power to work miracles, 
but believes that by prayer and 
faith all disease and. sickness may 
be healed, He furthermore believes 
that all sickness is the result of 
sin and that God is not the author 
of sickness, s 

“No rman who believes the Bible 
can doubt. the doctrine that the 
devil is the author of all sickness 
and disease and of all evil in the 
world. It is an insult to God to 
charge Him with the crime of being 
the author of disease. What pleas- 
ure can God have in the pain and 
suffering of his creatures?” 


INFLUENZA SPREADS 
IN GREATER NEW YORK 


New York, January 25.—Despite 
the strenuous efforts being made by 
the health authorities to check the 
spread of influenza, there were 2,855 
new cases of the malady reported 
here during the past twenty-four 
hours, Health Commissioner Cope- 
land announced tonight. This was 
an, increase of 494 over the number 
of cases reported during the pre- 
vious day. Deaths frum the disease 
numbered thirty, a decrease of three 
from yesterday, while seventy-five 
persons succumbed to pneumonia. 

Since January 1 there have been a 
total of 8,799 influenza and 3,187 
pneumonia cases reported. In the 
same period there have been 159 in- 
fluenza and 1,099 pneumonia deaths. 

Health Commissioner Copeland 
has called“a conference for tomor- 
row afternoon of the nursing emer- 
gency council and all other organi- 
zations having any facilities that 
may be useful in controlling the in- 
fluenza epidemic. It is planned at 
this time to co-ordinate all efforts 
of the various organizations with 
the health department. 

Cases Decrense in Chicago. 

Chicago, January 25.—Influenza 
and pneumonia cases and deaths are 
decreasing, it was announced today 
by Health Commissioner Robertson. 

During the last twenty-four hours, 
Dr. Robertson said, 1,350 cases of 
influenza and 269 cases of pneumo- 
nia were reported. During the same 
period there were fifty deaths from 
influenza and fifty-one from pneu- 
monia. , bidie ig 

Memphis Churches Close. 

Memphis, Tenn., January 25.—Six- 
teen cases of Spanish influenza in 
mild form were reported to the city 
health d@uthorities today, making a 
total of seventy-two thus far record- 
ed. A majority of the churches of 
the city suspended services today 
and all theaters remained dark. The 
court will not hold sessions this 
week and the schools have been or- 
dered closed beginning tomorrow.

Railroads and Industrials, 


While most of the shrinkage of 
prices that has occurred during the 
past few days has been seen in a 
compparatively limited list of indus- 
trial shares, there has been a ten- 
dency during recent days to give 
more attention to railway issues. At 
times a distinct upward tendency. 
although of very narrow range, has 
been observable. The news made 

public in the middle of the week. 
that a deadlock had occurred be- 
tween railroad confrees at Wash- 
ington was regarded by some as a 
discouraging factor in the situa- 
tion, but on closer analysis proved 
to be in no way a novel develop- 
ment, the points at issue being 
chiefly those already recognized as 
matters of unavoidable difference 
of opinion. 

The labor sttuation has all along 
been regarded as one which coul« 


not be settled without further con- 


troversy on the floor of congress. 
On the other hand, adjustment of 
the railroad securities situation and 
determination of the level of in- 
come to be received has proved a 
matter of doubt among owners. of 
railroad securities and transporta- 
tion executives. This has, unfor- 
tunately. tended to increase the dif- 
ficulties already known to prevail 
among the members of the con- 
ference committee, Every reconcil- 
iation of these conflicting views 
should be effected in order that 
there may be no excuse for further 
congressional postponement. 

Meanwhile, the demand for rail- 
road stocks, which under other cir- 
cumstances might have materially 
revived, is evidently being held in 
abeyance. Somewhat similar effects 
are produced in the case of the in- 
dustrial shares by doubt concerning 
the taxation policy of congress, 
which is now recognized by many 
good authorities as being one of 
the most serious barriers to the ac- 
cumulation and investment of much 
needed supplies of capital for re- 
construction.
